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DISPATCH RECEIVED IN PARIS. 

Paris, Sept. 14.—The Brasilian Govern- 
ment’s delegate, whois now in this city, an- 
nounces that he has received an official dis- 
patch from Rio, dated 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. In this dispatch it is stated that 
yesterday evening the rebel ships bom- 
barded the town of Nictheroy. The result of 
the bombardment is not made known in the 
dispatch referred to. The delegate points 
out the fact that his dispatch does not men- 
tionthat Rio has been bombarded, ana he 
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Map of the City and Bay of Rio de Janeiro. 
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The dispatch practically disposes of the 
hopes of the Navy Department that the 
crutser Charleston has reached Rio, and it Is 
now thought that she went Qirect to 
Moutevideo without touching any Brazilian 
port. 

At the Brazilian Legation it was stated to- 
day that no news had been received from 
Rio. 

Yesterday the cruiser Detroit, at Norfolk, 
Va., was ordered tosail without delay for 
Rio de Janeiro. The Newark, also at Nor- 
folk, will sal for Brazil within a day or two 
after the Detroit leaves. With the excep- 
tion of her official trip in Long Island Sound, 
the Detroit bas seen no sea service of con- 
sequence. 


PESCHRIPTION OF THE BATTLE. 

Loxpox, sept. 14.—Late this afternoon a 
news agency secured advices from Monte- 
video, Uruguay, purporting to give a de- 
scription of the battle between the forts 
and ships at Rio. The dispatch says: 

The rebel warships, including the cruisers 
Aquidaban, Republica and Arajano, took up 
positions before the forts shortly 
before 98 o’elock yesterday morn.- 
ing, and a uttle after that hour 
the signal to fire was set and was promptly 
obeyed. The first gun was fired from the 
flagship of the feet, and ite detonation had 
scarcely died away before the shot was an- 
swered from the fort at which it was di- 
rected. The firing then became general and 
the noise was deafening. 

From all advicesat hand, however, it ap- 
pears that little damage was done either to 
the forts or the warships. The four twenty- 
ton dreech-loading guns of the 
Aqutda van dia not appear to de 
well handled, and many of their 
Balls went wice of their marks.

THE CZECH TROUBLES, 


Five Offensive Journals Have Been Sus 
pended—Public Assembiies. 
PRAGUE, Sept. 14.—In accordance with the 
imperial decree issued yesterday, suspend- 
ing articles 12 and 13 of the constitutional 
law in this city and its suburbs, five young 
Czech journals,the utterances of which were 


offensive to the Government, have been 
suspended. In order to be certain that no 
further adverse comments upon the imperial 
decrees shall be published the Government 
has ordered thatallarticies intended for pub- 
lication in Czech papers must be submitted 
to the police for approval orrejection three 
hours before the papers go to press. 

One of the provisions of the suspended law 
has reference to public assembiles. Clubs 
have been construed to come under this head 
and several club-houses have been .closed 
andthe funds and paraphernalia or the 
organs seized. The young (zechs are deeply 
indignant at the action o the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, and there is much suppressed ex- 
citement among the political group.

Washtncron, Sept. 14.—Debate on the 
repeal bill has reached a point where the 
people are beginning to expect something to 
be done. Mr. Voorhees being the chief en- 
gineer in the matter they naturally look to 
him to take the initial step. “In regard to the 
situation Mr. Voorhees said to-day that he 
was still determined to press the repeal bill 
to as early consideration as possible. 

It is, however, necessary, he said, to 
observe the courtesies required by the tradi- 
tions and rules of the Senate, and I really 
belfeve that by showing due regard to these 
points we shall be able to make greater pro- 
gress than ‘if we violated them. Senators 
who oppose the bill must soon come to see 
that we bave been acting with exceptional 
liberality, and I am sure that sort of conduct 
will have its effect upon them. There is un- 
doubtedly scope yet left for considerable le- 
gitimate debate and there is no means, if 
there were disposition, of pressing the ques- 
tion toa vote before every Senator has had 
an opportunity to say what he may wish. 
We have not really consumed as much time 
in the discussion of this question as the 
country seemsto think, and I have every 
reason to believe that we shall be able to 
reach a vote in a comparatively shorttime.’’ 

Pressed to say tiow long the time would be, 
he named two weeks asthe limit of debate. 
After that it the speech-making was contin- 
ued it would indicate a purpose to fillbuster, 
and he did not believe that tactics for 
simple delay could be long pursued. Nor did 
he think there would be any disposition 
amongthe opponents of repeal, aside, pos- 
sibly, from the Senators of the silver - pro- 
ducing States, to necessarily consume the 
time of the Senate and those Senators could 
not expect to continue the contest long with- 
out assistance of Senators from other sections 
of the country. 

Replyingtoa question asto how he ex- 
pected to bring the matter toa close, Mr. 
Voorhees said that the legitimate speech- 
making outof the way the questa would 
soon resolve itself into one of physical en- 
durance, and he expected soon to ask the 
Senate to hold longer dally sessions and, in- 
deed, continue them into the night. He 
thought that this course would be justified 
after this week, and he would movein this 
direction and with this specific end in vien 
within the next three or four days. 

Asked what he thought would be the dis- 
position of the Senate tocompromise on the 
line of the Faulkner amendment, Mr. Voor- 
hees replied that he did not believe there 
would be any amendment ofthe bill, and he 
was of the opinion that the silver men would 
show greater strength in their vote in oppo- 
sition to the straight repeal 
any other proposition which would be 
brought before the Senate in connction with 
the present legislation. . 


FAULKNER’S AMENDMENT. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 14.—Senator 
Faulkner's proposed amendment to the 
pending financial bill withdraws from circa- 
lation ali notes, save the legal tender green 
backs, of denominations less than $10, and 
substitutes instead silver coin, so that there 


gan be no expansion of the currency except 
as provided in the further sections of his 
amendment. He belleves that by the with- 
drawal of these notes, silver dollars and $2.50 
gold pieces will circulate alongside 
of each other in the ordinary course of trade. 
It will provide for the coinage of silver upto 
an aggregate of $800,000,000, and when that 
amount is reached the coinage of silver will 
cease absolutely. The present aggregate of 
silver coin, including subsidiary’ coin, 
amounts to $615,000,000, so that the increa<¢e 
under this amendment will be $185,000,000. 
It will be provided first that no more 
purchases of i silver dulllon shall be 
made until the selgnorage and bullion now in 
the Treasury, amounting to $53,000,000, have 
been coined. Thisis to be done at the rate 
of $8,000,000 a month, and at this rate it will 
take more than three years to coin the seig- 
norage and bullion now in the Treasury, the 

estimate being made, of course, on the coin- 
age Value of the bullion. When that period 
has elapsed the Secretary is directed to buy 
silver and coin it at the same rate 
until the imm designated shall have 
been reached. Mr. Faulkner computes 
that to accomplish this will take about seven 
years, and by that time we will have been 
able to determine what the future policy of 
the Government regarding silver shail be. 
By that time also the results of any interest 
conference will have been accomplished, and 
if an agreement is tobe made the details can 
be arranged in ampie time to meet the 
future. Inis is, in brief, what Mr. Faulkner 
seeks to accomplish and to that end he will 
lend his best endeavors, believing that this 
isthe only solution towards which all fac- 
tions can act in harmony.

THE TWO RAoOeRsS. 


The Fight Over the Tucker Bill Already 
On ia the House. 


WASHINGTON,D. C., Sept. 14.—The galleries 
of the House were pretty well filled this 
morning in anticipation of the preliminary 
skirmish over the Tucker bill for the repeal 
of the federal election laws. This 


bill is destined when it gets into the 
arena of debate tostir partisan rancor to its 
lowest depths. The fact that the president !s 
supposed to be opposed to ts consideration 
at this time increased the interest with which 
the first passage at arms was witnessed. 

The fight began before the chaplain’s votce 
Strange to say, Mr. Bur- 
rows, who divides with Mr.- Reed 
the leadership of the Republican side, 
surprised the House by beginning at the 
jump a species of covert filibuster to prevent 
the report of the bit! to the House. He was 
standing inthecenter aisle when the chaplain 
was praying for peace and harmony. and as 
soon as the invocation’ ceased he, asked 
unantmous consent that tie call of commit- 
teemen for reports be dispensed with 

Mr. Tucker, the author of the bill, ‘as well 
as other Democratic members who ars in- 
terested in wiping the federal election laws 
from the statute books, eee thelr ears.

Mr. Burrows then moved that ‘the call be 
dispensed with. 

It being evident that Mr. Burrows intended 
to goto a show down of hands, Mr. Tucker 
called for the yeas and nays. It was ap- 
parent as the roll-call proceeded that the Ke- 
publicans were grimly resolute that to-day's 
Hght was not to be simply a passing brash. 
They remained in their seats, itmpassively 
refusing to vote in order to break a quorum, 
Quite a number of the administration Dem- 
ocrats reflected, while those in opposition to 
the present confideration ‘of the bill joined 
with their Republican colleagues across the 
alsle and also refused to answer to their 
names. 

Then the Speaker annouuced the result of 
the vote—ayes, 4; nays, 106—the point of no 
quorum was made.

Ihe doors were ordered closed and the 
messengers of the Sergeant-at- Arms were 
dispatched in all directions to bring in ab- 
sent members.

Rev. Fr. J. A. Connolly, pastor of st. 
Teresa’s Church, has been appointed vicar- 


of the Archdiocess of st. Louls, by Arch- 
bishop Kenrick. Fr. Connolly called to see 
the Archbishop on Aug. . with 
regard toanassistant; his grace sald that 
he would take the matter under advisement, 
and Fr. Connolly returned last Tuesday 
to learn what decision the aged 
prelate had reached. The pas · 
tor of St. Theresa’s was startied 
when Archbishop Kenrick greeted him with: 
want you to be my vicar- general.“ Fr. 
Connolly protested that he did not want the 
office, but the Archbishop sternly insisted 
on his acceptance, and the priest 
submitted. The letters of appointment bore 
date of Sept. 3. It ls worthy of note that 
Sept. 3was Sunday, the day that the Co- 
adjutor, Archbishop Kain, started 
for Chicago to attend the Catholic Congress. 
He came to St. Louis two days before, Friday, 
the Ist inst. 

Fr. Connolly himself terms the appoint- 
ment a thunderbolt from a clear sky. It 18 
needless to say that this metaphor aptly de- 
scribes the astonishment of the Catholic 
clergy and laity. Fr. Connolly made an 
appointment yesterday by direction of 
Archbishop Kenrick, Rev. Patrick Woods, 
assistant to Fr. Coyle atthe Cathedral, hav- 
ing been transferrea to the pastorate of the 
church at Richwoods, Washington Co., Mo. 
Fr. Connolly in his oficial capacity signed 
the papers of t ansfer.

COADJUTORS’ RIGHTS. 

The nature ofthese rights depends chiefly upon 

the tenor of the apostolic letters patent by which 
coadjutors are appointed. If, however, the apos- 
tolic letters are not sufliciently ‘explicit, ihe powers 
in question mast be determined by the reason which 
caused the appointment. Thus a coadjuteor 
whether temporary or permanent, assigned to an 
insane bishop, obtains complete administration of 
the diocese in temporal as well as spiritual mat- 
ters; in facet such coadjutor has the same power as 
though he was the actual bishop ofthe * 
he cannot, hewever, alieniate ecclesiagtical — 
On the other hend a coadjutor, given to a ishop 
who is merely infirm or old, can only perform those 
duties which the Bishop is unable or unwillilog to 
discharge, but not those which the 
Bishop has reserved to himself.

Mr. Harrison’s Request of the Board of 
Public Improvements. 


Somewhat of a sensation was created this 
morning at the meeting of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements by the appearance 
of Mr. John M. Howard, Secretary 
of the Shickle, Harrison & Howard Iron Co., 
who asked the board not to award the con- 
tract to the Chattanooga Iron and Pipe 
Works, the lowest bidder. 

The reasons assigned by Mr. Harrison were 
that there was only a difreronce of $1,497.50 
between the bid of his company and that of 
the Chattanooga peopie and his 
company was a home concern 
and had some 500 families 
in the city depending on them for work. It 
was the duty of the board, he said, to pat- 
ronize home industries and these 500 
men would probably not secure 
employment during the winter, ifthis con- 
tract went outside the city. This re- 
markable statement realiy took away 
the breath of the members 
ofthe board who still had fresh in their 
memory the bid of Mr. Harrison’s concern 
atthe firgt letting. It will be rememberei, 
as published in the POST- DISPATCH 
at the time. When poids were first advertised 
for the 5,475 tons of water pipe the re wha 
sentatives of three concerns met at 
Faust’s and over a wine supper entered into 
a combine to up the city. 
It wos agreed that Harrison & Howard of 
Bessemer, Ala., should have the contract, 
and the price was fixed high enough 
to give a hanasome **rake ofr’’ 
all around, When the bids were 
opened the next day the lowest was 
that of Harrison & Howard. $24.90 per ton, and, 
strange to say. there as no bid from the 
Chattanooga foundry, whose representative 
only a few weeks before, had secured a con- 
tract for 300 pieces of 20-inch pipe at $21 per 
ton. 

ALL BIDS WERE REJECTED, 

The reason assigned by Mr. Thomason, the 
representative ofthe company, for not put- 
tinginabid was that they could not cast 
the peculiar kind of dell-pipe called for 
in the specifications. Water Commisstoner 
Holman,who had evidence of the conspiracy, 
induced the board to rejectall bids and ad- 
vertise for another letting. 

This took place last Tuesday and much to 
the surprise ofthe members or the board 
there wasa tremendous drop inthe prices. 

The Chattanooga people were lowest at 
$19.40 per ton, a difference of $5.50 per ton 
on the former lowest bid. Harrison & 
Howard’s bid was a mixed one 
and ranged from $25 per ton for the smaller 
size to $18.50 r ton for the 
larger. The difference between the 
two bids as a whole was $4,97.50 but the dif- 
ference between both of these hids and the 
firstone made by Harrison & Howard was 
over $30 


NO REGARD FOR THE CITY.

DENTISTS AS JURORS. 


A Temporary Order Issued Exempting 
Them From Service. 

A general termof the Circuit Court was 
held this morning, Judges Dillon, Valliant 
and Withrow being present to hear argu- 
ment made by Attorney Selden P. Spencer in 
behalf ot the St. Louis dentists. After hearing 
the argument the court Instructed the Jury 
Commissioner to suspend from the list of 
jurors recently drawn, all persons following 
the occupation of dentist, until further order 
of the court. 

This order of the court in the outcome of 
a suit brought two years ago bya St. Louis 
dentist who refuse to serve on 
Aa jury. Previous to three years 
ago dentists were exempt from jury service, 
but about this time Jury Commissioner Mans- 
feld took occasion to place on the jury list 
several dentists, among them Dr. Adam 
Flickinger. Dr. Fiickinger presented him- 
self to Judge Fisher, asking that he be ex- 
cused, arguing that he was a practicing phy- 
sician, and as the law clearly specified that 
no man who is actively exercising the func- 
tions of a practitioner of medicine should be 
— 2 to serve on a jury, he was ot the 
opinion that he could not be made to serve. 

hile Judge Fisher may have reasoned the 
same way, he could not excuse the dentist 
on account of a previons ruling of the 
court in general term. Mr. Selden 
P. Spencer was brought into the case by the 
St. Louls dentists, who appealed to the

THE ATTENDANCE FROM THE BUCKEYE 
STATE NUMBERED 50,000. 


The Crowd at the State’s Building Swellea 
by Thousands of the Governor’s Ad- 
mirers From All Parts of the Country— 
Etanding Room at a Premium— White 
City Gleanings. 


Wortp’s Farr Grounps, Sept. 14.— Gov. 
McKinley and thousands of his people came 
to the Fair to-day and joined in one of the 
most successful demonstrations yet held by 
a State. It is estimated that the Ohio con- 
tingent numbered over 50,000 people, and 
these, together with Gov. McKinley’s ad- 
mirers from other parts of the country, 
swelled the crowd which gathered at the 
Ohio state Building to enormous proportions, 
Standing room on the lawn was at a premi- 
um. So dense was the crowd that places of 
vantage were secured by many on the 
porches of adjacent State buildings. Every 
preparation had been made and the exercises 
were carried out without change of pro- 
gramme. 

At 10 o‘clock Gov. McKinley was escorted 
by Gen. Anderson and other members of the 
State Commission from his hotel to the west 
entrance of the Midway Plaisance. Here the 
id and Mth Ohio Infantry and Battery D 
were drawn up in line. The Governor, 
mounted on a charger and accompanied by 
his staff, rode at the head of the militia. 
State officials, the commissioners and other 
Ohio folk followed in carriages. At the head 
of the procession was the l4th Regiment 
Band. Thelineof march was south tothe 
Administration Building, and thence north 
to the Ohio Building. Herethe militia drew 
up in line and the speakers and officials 
passed through to the speakers’ stand. After 
the 4th Regiment Band had played, Rev. 
David Swing ofiered prayer. 

W. W. Peabody, President of the State 
Board, was the first speaker, and he wel- 
comed tye Ohio people to the day’s festivities 
in fitting words. Gov. McKinley then made 
one of his characteristic bright speeches. 

OHIO MONUMENT DEDICATED. 

There isa monument standing on the lawn 
of the Ohio grounds grouped around with - 
lustrious sons of the State. This monument 
was dedicated by Gen. R. Brinkerhof of 
Mansfield, O., who was the next speaker. He 
paid a gallant tribute tothe heroes who first 
saw light in the Buckeye State. His speech 
was a masterly effort. Addresses were also 
made by Judge Samuel F. Hunt of Cincinnati 
and Judge L. D. Thoman, President of the 
Ohio Societies of Chicago. 

At the conclusion of the interesting ex- 
ercises a general reception was given Gov. 
McKinley, who stood in the main parlor of 
the State building, surrounded by his staff 
and members of the commission. Thousands 
anxious to shake 
hands with him. 

KANSAS STILL CELEBRATING. 

This morning Gov. Lewellingand his statt 
made a tour of the State buildings. 

„Some people have gone away without 
seeing the State buildings,’’ said the Gov- 
ernor, ‘‘and they miss just half of the 


grandeur ofthe Fair.“ 

Kansas is still celebrating. She gave citi- 
zens a free lunch at midday at the State 
Building. The guests were entertained 
while eating with song, mandolin music and 
brass bands in turn. About the same time 
the United Kansas Singers gave a concert in 
Festival Hall. Choral societies from ‘Topeka, 
Emporia, Abilene, Salina, Newton, Leaven- 
worth, Hutchinson, Lyons and Sterling took 
part in the programme. 

RHODE ISLAND’S DAY. 

Rhode Island has selected Oct. 5 as her

GULF TRANSPORTATION CONVENTION, 

Strife has arisen in the Gulf Transporta- 
tion Convention. The delegates assembled 
in the Kansas Building, buton report of the 
Committee on Permanent Organization they 
adjourned tothe Nebraska Building. A set 
of resolations was offered, one section of 
which advocated State ownership of rail 
roads. Upon this the convention split. Judge 
Dennison of Texas objected tothe section, 
saying that it was objectionable to the laws 
of Texas, because it was unconstitutional for 
the State to have interest in any railroad 
corporation. 

Ex-Gov. Ireland of Texas, Chairman of the 
convention, called P. D. Maxon tothe chair 
and spoke against the adoption of the reso- 
lution. Hesaidthat to advise the State 
ownership of railways was a dangerous 
precedent to establish, because it conferred 
powers on the Government which could only 
produce a nefarious system of patronage and 
that it would in a measure clash with the 
existing governmental arrangement. The 
resolutions were, however, adopted. Ex- 
Gov. Ireland and Judge Brown of Texas then 
retired from the convention. It was decided 
to send delegates from the convention to the 
Pan-American Congress, which will be held 
in St. Louls next month. 

LOW FARE VOTED DOWN. 

New Tonk, Sept. 14.—Ata meeting of the 
Trunk Line Passenger Committee held here 
on Tuesday, the Pennsylvania company sub- 
mitted a proposition to reduce the rate for 
coach excursion to Chicago from $20 to $15. 
This reduction was urged by the representa- 
tive of that company on the tage that it 
would enable a large proportion of the peo. 
ple to visit the Fair, and at the same time in- 
ure for the venefit of the railroads. After an 
animated discussion the question was voted 
down, all the other trunk lines opposing it 
except the Pennsylvania.

The discussion of the report of the City 
Hall Commission and the ordinance to fix 
the limit of cost at $2,000,000 will rrove a very 
interesting theme. The majority of the 
Council are in favor of the 22,000, 
000 limit, but there is a certain 
element in the House of Delegates, who are 
inclined to believe that the new building has 
cost too much already, and do not favor any 
more heavy appropriations. 

“It is difficult’ to see how this position can 
be maintained, when the comaprative cost of 
city halls in other large cities is considered. 

The present building has cost only 
293-10 cents per cubic foot so far 
whereas the costin other cities has rang 
from 42 to 64 cents per cubic foot. 

As Mayor Walbridge expressed himself at 
the meeting of the Commission yesterday, he 
did not think it was ever the Intention of the 
Assembly that the new City Halli should cost 
only $1,000,000 complete. It was intended that 
that amount should be spent for the building 
proper and was not to include the interior 
decorating, finishing and thorough equip- 
ment of the various city offices. The great 
problem the Assembly will h@eto tackle in 
this connection, however, is Where and how 
to raise the money within a rea- 
sonable time. There are other improve- 
ments which are ,needed as badly as 
a ne City Hall and the municipal revenue 
cannot be drawn upon as heavily in the 
future as it has in the past for this purpose. 
It is hoped, however, some solution will be 
reached, 

Mr. Charles Green’s little bill for $12,000 for 
expenses and commissions in connection 
with the sale of the old City Hall is also 
liable to raise a small row. 

Taken all in all the session promises to be 
an interesting one.

COMBINE ACTIVITY. 
Despite the recent collapse of trust se- 
curities and the exposure of trust swind-

combines is increasing rather than dimin- 
ishing. The old trusts are enlarging their 
scope, and new trusts with thinly-veiled 
deference to public opinion are being or- 
ganized under various names. But 
whether operating under consolidation“ 
or the so-called modus vivendi, the object 
is the same—to gouge and defraud the 
people. 

The cause of this activity is not far to 
peek. Aslong asswindling and gouging 
combinations can be formed without fear 
of interference by law officers or of pun- 
ishment under the law they will be formed, 
The trust promoters know the value of a 
friend in court, and at present they have 
good reason to believe they gre absolutely 
safe from prosecution. 

Mr. Cleveland’s Attorney-General,who is 
charged with the enforcement of the anti- 
trust law, was a trust attorney before his 
appointment, and in that capacity vigor- 
ously contended that the anti-trust law 
was unconstitutional. The Attorney- 
General has not indicated that his opinion 
has undergone any change from that of 
the trust attorney. Hehas given no sign 
of an intention to attempt the enforcement 
of the law. 

So under the encouraging indifference 
of the authorities unlawful combinations 
increase and trust rascality flourishes. 
The people are left unprotected from the 
designs of unscrupulous and greedy loot- 
ers. But when this form of lawless greed 
culminates again in great wrongs and 
scandals the people will know at whose 
door to lay the responsibility. 


RETUBN OF IMMIGRANTS. 


One of the incidents of the recent de- 
pression is the return of large numbers of 
immigrants to their native lands. They 
do not see in America the opportunities 
they hoped for and have wisely concluded 
that poverty is more easily borne at home 
than among strangers. 

Had these people possessed the steady 
characteristics of the immigrant who came 
to us before the °70s they would have 
found plenty of opportunities to work 
their way into comfortand independence. 
But unhappily the conditions. are 
totally different. In former decades when 
the journey over the seas was a hard 
one and not to be lightly undertaken, only 
the more vigorous of the people dared to 
abandon their homesand settle in a new 
country. The task before them was such 
that only the intelligent and capable were 
willing to grapple with it. Consequently 
the American character has been enriched 
by some of the best from other lands. 

But the latter day immigrant is often a 
totally different sort of individual. Im- 
proved means of communication have 


made it an easy matter to pass tram one 


country to another. The voyage is robbed 
of half its terrors and the future in the new 
country is painted in glowing colors by the 
agents of steamships and the representa- 
tives of monopolista anxious to

ve MR. WELLS’ PROPOSAL. 

In response toa request from Secretary 
Carlisle, Mr. David A. Wells, ex-Commis- 
stoned: of Internal Revenue ahd a practical 
' economist, submits a 
plan to in the revenue without add - 
ing materially to the burdens of the people 
or putting any more obstacles in the way 
of production. 

After a careful study he finds that the 
revenue can be increased from 5181, 000, 000 
to $245,000,000 by a small addition to the 
rates on tobacco and fermented liquors 
manufactured in this country, and by re- 
ducing the customs duties on spirits and 
tobacco, thereby inviting increased im- 
ports. 

There is no doubt that the internal reve- 
nue system has never been appreciated in 
this country as it has been in England 
where a few taxes of this kind make up the 


bear heavily upon the people. Internal 
taxes coupled with a well digested plan 
for an income tax would afford a basis for 
a rationaland beneficent revenue system 
in this country which would do away with 
all the restrictions on trade and place the 
burden where it could be borne without 
discomfort.

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REPUBLICANISM IN DISGRACE. 


Brazil has presented a sorry spectacle of 
republicanism for the jeers of monarchists 
since she exchanged a mild and liberal 
king fora series of tyrannous dictators. 
Torn by internal dissensions, racked by 
revolution and civil war and with her 
capital city in danger of being wrecked by 
contending forces of Brazilians she is a fit 
object for the finger of monarchical scorn. 

Those, however, who find in the experi- 
ence of wretched Brazil an argument 
against republicanism itself take a super- 
ficial and false view of the case. Brarzil’s 
history since the overthrow of the mon- 
archy only emphasize the fact repeatedly 
demonstrated that capacity for free self- 
government comes by growth, not sudden 
conversion. It is accomplished not by 
revolution alone, but by @ process of edu- 
cation in which self-restraint and the ap- 
preciation of the true aims and methods of 
government play an important part. 

The American people worked out the 
problem of free republican government 
with comparative ease, because the prin- 
ciple of liberty and the capacity for self- 
government had been nurtured and devel- 
oped in them before the actual change took 
place. France, on the other hand, with 
eager aspiration for liberty, but without 
training, required nearly a century of ex- 
periment and painful struggle to attain 
the capacity for its enjoyment. The ex- 
periences of allof the South and Central 
American republics illustrate this truth to 
a greater or less degree, Under the forms 
of liberty they suffer the ills of tyranny 
and continued revolution. 

The failure of Brazil and her sister re- 
publics to attain peace and happiness un- 
der republican government is not due to a 
failure of republicanism, but to the fail- 
ure of the people to make proper use of it. 
But their situation is not hopeless. That 
they are struggling is an indication of 
growth, They are learning from fail ure 
how to win success. The education of 
the people is constantly going on. The 
better elements will gradually concen- 
trate for good government and sound 
methods and they will find leaders who 
will work out their will with patriotic 
loyalty.

The Ferrie Wheel. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In regard to the Ferris Wheel, about which 
so much has been said and written, and 
which, according to the inclosed clipping 
taken from your Sunday edition, he claims 


was the inspiration of a moment, I wish to 
say, that without detracting from the me- 
chanical execution of the work, there is no 
novelty in the idea, although there ma 
have been to Mr. Ferris. — # of the resi- 
dents of New York will remember that thirty 
or thirty-two years ago there was the exact 
counterpart of the Ferris Wheel on Staten 
Island, at a pleasure resort on a bluff at 
Stapleton, which was for years frequented 
by New Yorkers by excursion boats across 
the bay. On this bluff there were shooting 
galleries, merry-go-rounds, wine gardens 
etc., and one or two seasons a wheel in all 
respects, except the fine mechanical execu- 
tion and greater size, the exact counterpart 
of the Ferris Wheel, and I rode in one of the 
boxes swung and elevated in ever respect 
the same. It was rather acrude affair com- 
pared to Mr. Ferris’ magnificent plece of 
work, My recollection is the wheel was 
about 75 féet, — 100 feet in diameter, 
and there were about twelve or fifteen cars. 
Heavy weights used as balance weights were 
placed in the boxes not used, and when oc- 
cupied by passengers were taken ont as 
those in ours Were when we gotin. A couple 
Prof men operated a crank at the base and 
turned the wheel while the cars or boxes 
slowly rose and were carried ‘ aloft and 
around and back tothe starting point.
